-reduced black water problem in the Sunset Boulevard area 
-increased water pressure in many areas 
- $400,000 water project underway ($150,000 is HUD grant), which includes an 
additional 800,000 gallons of water storage (plus existing 200,000 gallons), a new 
500 gallons per minute well, plus lines to provide additional water volume and 
pressure out the Troy, Brantley, and Opp highways, Smith Avenue and Sunset 
Boulevard area. This project should be completed within 60 days.

(This created many new jobs for our citizens and the $3 million annual payroll

RECORDER‘S COURT 
-abolished the old Mayor’s Court and created a new Recorder’s Court with an 
appointed City Judge 

(Actions taken in an effort to remove politics from the City Court) 


UP GRADED AND EXPANDED ELECTRICAL SYSTEM 


-added over 200 street lights to the existing 400 
-based on reccomendation made to the City in 1960 a new sub-station has been 
built, larger lines installed and lines extended out the Opp, Brantley, Troy and Kin- 
ston Highways, plus the Sunset Boulevard area. 


(A progressive city must have adequate electricity for its citizens and businesses) 


HOSPITAL EXPANSION 


-over $400,000 to add rooms and needed facilities 


(These additional facilities were a must for the protection and health of our 
citizens.) 


NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


-approximately $1,000,000 has been spent (or contracted for) with the latest 
additions to be ready for the new school year. 


(A most pressing need was met with this construction, which upon completion 
will provide the type facilities our children are entitled to.) 


POLICE DEPARTMENT 


-increased number of personnel from 8 to 14 (this includes a chief, an assistant 
chief, 3 radio operators and 9 officers. All of them work 48 hours or more 
a week. 
-purchased riot control equipment, new cars and motorcycle 
-provided intoximeter with trained operators : 

(Law enforcement is a major problem with new situation constantly arising, 

we have tried to meet these crisis as they arose, however good hind sight shows 

our decisions have not always been correct. Federal Grants, when could not 

be used for any other purpose, helped provide additional personnel.) 


PARKS AND RECREATION 


-hired a Recreation Director on a 12 months basis : 
-obtained a 10 year lease on the American Legion Building for a recreational 
center 


-teen center now in operation 4 nights a week 

-new lights for softball field 

-land has been purchased with the aid of $60,000 grant on parks project to cost 
$120,000 which included: 

(1) American Legion Area - lighted fields for regular and little league baseball 
combination skating rink and picnic pavillion - tennis court - playground equip- 
ment - barbeque shelter - teen center 

(2) Mulberry School Area - softball and baseball field - basketball courts - 
picnic shelters - playground for tots - playground equipment 

Taylor Mill Area - Housing Project Area - basketball court - playground for 
tots - picnic shelters - playground equipment. 

(4) Wayne Street Area - basketball court - picnic shelter - playground for tots 
playground equipment 

(5) River Pool area - basketball court - picnic shelters - improved parking - 
playground equipment 

(An essential need in our community which we’ve been working on for over three 
years. This will provide our young people with excellent recreational facilities.) 


HOUSING 


-approval of 50 new low rental units has been received - construction should start 
within the next few months. SE a : ; 
(This is the latest program announced. We were fortunate to receive this many 


units especially since most other cities did not receive any.) 


Please do this for me, Weigh what’s been done, Compare our accomplishments 
with that of any other four year period in Elba’s history. Compare us with any 
city in our area in the last four years, I think you'll agree we have been progressive 
yet we are operating within our income and have not put our city in a debt-ridden

TROOPERS 
INVESTIGATED 
191 ACCIDENTS 


The Alabama State Troopers 
investigated 191 rural traffic 
accidents with 128 injuries and 
8 fatalities from 6:00 p.m. Fri- 
day through 12 midnight Sunday. 
These fatalities occurred, 1 
each in Mobile, Shelby, Elmore, 
Connech, Madison, Lauderdale, 
Blount and Chanbers County. 

These accidents bring the 
number of people killedin rural 
traffic accidents in Alabama 
this year to 532 compared with 
489 killed during the same per- 
iod of time last year for an 
increase of 43 fatalities. 

Troopers of the Dothan Dis- 
trict investigated 16 accidents 
with ll injuries and no fatali- 
ties during this weekend period. 
The Dothan district has 40 fat- 
alities so far this year as com- 
pared with 54 at this sametime 
last year. 

Coffee County Troopers in- 
vestigated accidents this week- 
end with 1 injury and no fatali- 
ties. So far this year 9 per- 
sons have been killed in motor 
traffic accidents in this county 
as compared with 5 killed dur- 
ing the same period last year.

3,000 ATTEND 
COVINGTON 
CO-OP MEETING 


Sine 3,000 persons attended 
the 1972 membership meeting of 
Covington Electric Coopera- 
tive held at the Andalusia Mun- 
icipal Stadium on the evening of 
August 3, at which time Co-op 
members: 

Elected two members to the 
Board of Trustees; received re- 
ports on operations during the 
past year, and on problem 
areas affecting future service 
to members; heard a humorous 
address by Fred D. Donaldson, 
life insurance sales executive, 
and received 33 attendance 
prizes. 

Ira Allen, New Brockton Rt. 
1, and Charlie C. Stephenson, 
Samson, were re-elected to 
three year terms on the Board 
of Trustees, representing Dis- 
tricts V and VI, respectively. 

Donaldson, spicing his re- 
marks with numerous anect- 
dotes and humorous illustra- 
tions, praised Covington Elect- 
ric members for their patriot- 
ism and love of country, assert- 
ing they had ‘‘tap roots deep 
in America.” He urged them to 
get even more deeply and per- 
sonally involved in helping to 
overcome problem areas in 
America today. 

John Hill, Covington Elect- 
ric General Manager, pointed 
out that 1971 sales of over 135 
million KWH to some 12,600 
consumers, topped those of 1970 
by more than 8.7 million KWH. 

Consumers increased by 570 
during 1971, Hill said. He 
reported that the Cooperative 
repaid over $250,000 on its 
loans last year, and that tax 
expenses increased by some 
$50,000 to over $112,000 for 1971. 

Hill stated that several se- 
vere storms which had hit Coy- 
ington Electric’s area to date 
this year had inflicted damages 
in excess of $100,000, and de- 
tailed systern improvements 
and additions now under wav 
and planned for the future. He 
said engineering studies indi- 
cated the Cooperative’s present 
plant investment of some $8 
million, would have to be 
doubled by the end of this de- 
cade, to meet increasing de- 
mands for electric service. 

The Manager reported it 
was anticipated that before the 
end of this year, Covington 
Electric would be hit with in- 
creased wholesale power costs 
which, coupled with higher taxes 
would boost operating expenses 
by some $400,000 per year over 
what they were in 1970. 

If these anticipated in- 
creased operational expenses 
materialize as expected, they 
would, Hill said, necessitate 
increases in retail rates of 
some 15 percent before the end 
of 1972. Otherwise, the Cooper- 
ative would sustain losses of 
some $200,000 per year, he 
added. 

Hill pointed out that most 
Co-op consumers were pre- 
sently receiving electric ser- 
vice at rates lower than those 
in effect in 1944, adding that 
rate reductions implemented in 
1962 had saved Cooperative con- 
sumers over $1 million. 

He recounted steps the Co- 
operative has taken in efforts 
to hold down skyrocketing costs, 
but asserted that anticipated in- 
creases in wholesale power 
costs and added tax expenses 
were of such magnitude that 
Covington Electric would have 
no alternative except to in- 
crease its rates. 

Prior to the business ses- 
sion, the Thrasher Brothers 
Quartet, of Birmingham, pro- 
vided free entertainment. 

A color television set, elect- 
ric range and vacuum clean- 
er along with some 30 other 
electrical appliances, were a- 
warded as attendance prizes, 
and each Co-op member reg- 
istering received a light bulb 
free.

FARM WORKERS 
TOTAL 65,000 
LAST YEAR 


The hired farm working 
force totaled about 2.6 million 
people last year--65,000 more 
than in 1970, says Charles 
Maddox, Extension farm mana- 
gement -specialist. This was 
the first increase in the labor 
force since 1967, when there 
were nearly 3.1 million hired 
farm workers. 

The rise in the labor force 
stems from 100,000 casual 
workers--people who did less 
than 25 days of wagework, de- 
creased by 35,000. 

Domestic migratory work- 
ers --those who worked out of 
their home counties--contin- 
ued to decline for the fourth 
Straight year. They numbered 
172,000 in 1971--12 per cent 
fewer than in 1970. 

Maddox adds _ that hired 
farmworkers did 195 million 
man-days of work on farms 
in 197l--one-fourth of the 
total number of days of labor 
on farms.

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PEANUT HARVESTING 

Bill Mayfield, our Exten 
sion agricultural engineer, said 
at a peanut harvesting meeting 
that if a peanut combine left 
an average of one peanut per 
square foot the total loss per 
acre is 150 pounds, At theprice 
of peanuts this is $20-25 per 
acre, Mayfield emphasized the 
importance of not leaving pea- 
nuts in the windrow too long. He 
said that ifthey dry out too much 
they will not pick properly 
Mayfield also said that the 
peanut combine should be ad- 
justed and gotten in top oper- 
ating condition before the har- 
vesting season begins.

RED-NECKED PEANUT 
WORMS 

W. L. Grimsley and Mur- 
ray Lunsford, who live east 
of Enterprise on the Ozark 
Highway, have had an infest- 
ation of the red-necked peanut 
worms. This is a small, white 
to cream larvae with a con- 
spicuous red neck. It feeds 
in the buds of peanuts. To con- 
trol use Toxaphene at the high- 
est recommended rate.

MILDEW CONTROL 


We have had lots of requests 
for information on controlling 
mildew on painted outside wood 
surfaces. Mildew is adark-col- 
ored, fibrous, fungus growth 
which thrives under Coffee 
County conditions. It grows 
more rapid under conditions of 
high moisture, warmer temper- 
atures and in areas where con- 
tinuous shade exists. Mildew 
will grow on both painted and 
unpainted surfaces. It is im- 
possible to completely prevent 
the occurrence of mildew. How- 
ever, mildew resistant paints 
will greatly reduce fungus 
growth. Follow these three 
steps: (1) Wash the surface 
clean with a solution consisting 
of 2/3 cup trisodium phosphate, 
+1/3 cup detergent, 1 quart 
household bleach, and enough 
water to make 1 gallon. (2) 
Rinse with clean water and al- 
low to dry. (3) When completely 
dry apply a mildew resistant 
paint, For unpainted surfaces, 
steps 2 and 3 + may be 
eliminated.

MANAGEMENT 


Proper pasture management 
is just aS important as selecting 
and planting the right kind of 
grass. The most critical time 
for pasture management 1s 
during the summer months 
This is duetodry weather, weed 
competition and possible insect 
damage In order to produce 
high quality forage, proper pas- 
ture management practices 
must be applied 

Proper grazing use is gra- 
zing at a rate and frequency to 
maintain the desired stand of 
grasses and legumes. Coastal 
Bermudagrass should not be 
grazed lower than four to five 
inches and Bahiagrass should 
not be grazed lower than three 
to four inches. Common Ber- 
mudagrass should not be grazed 
below anaverage two inch height 


Regulating stocking rates to 
maintain this amotfint of top 
growth will protect the soil, 


insure maximum production and 
keep a healthy, vigouous stand. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
grass manufactures its food in 
the leaves not in the roots. 
Therefore, grazing or mowing 
temporarily stops or slows the 
food-making process Roots 
take in water and minerals 
necessary for these processes. 
Most grasses have a root sys- 
tem about the same size as 
the plant above ground. When 
the grass is grazed heavily, 
the food making is stopped, 
the root system shrinks, and 
production becomes lower and 
lower. Then weeds invade, and 
grassland becomes weedland. 

Weed competition.can be a 
problem in pastures since they 
use moisture and nutrients 
needed by desired forages. 
Mowing or use of chemical 
sprays will adequately control 
weeds and thus allows maximum 
growth for grasses Insect 
damage is a problem at times 
but can be controlled with the 
use of chemical sprays 

Fertilization is essential to 
produce maximum yields and 
good quality forage. The extra 
growth fertilizers produce will 
decrease the time needed to 
establish an even and thick stand 
of forage. 

Proper pasture management 
practices, when utilized, will 
help obtain maximum produc- 
tion and beautify your farm. 
The Soil Conversation Service 
has personnel available to 
assist with any pasture manage- 
ment problems you might en 
counter. Make pasture land an 
asset by starting now with 
proper pasture management.

20% Social Security 
Increase Begins With 


Checks Delivered in Oct. 


The new 20-percent in- 
crease in social security bene- 
fits will begin with regular 
checks for the month of Sept- 
ember to be delivered in early 
October, according to Ted A. 
Gamble, Social Security Dis- 
trict Manager in Dothan. 

No application is needed for 
the 20 percent increase,” 
Gamble said. ‘‘The Social Se- 
curity Administration will re- 
figure payments for everyone 
getting social security benefits 
and pay the increased benefits 
in the October checks.” 

Social security pays monthly 
cash benefits to 28 million peo- 
ple - - retirement and dis- 
ability benefits to eligible work- 
ers and their families; survi- 
vors benefits to the families 
of deceased workers who were 
insured under social security 

“Under the new law,’’ Gam- 
ble said, ‘‘the average social 
security payment to retired 
workers will increase from $134 
to $162 a month. The average 
payment to a disabled worker 
with a wife and children will 
increase from $295 to $354 
a month. The average payment 
to a widowed mother with two 
young children will increase 
from $322 to $386 a month 

The new law will also tie 
future social security benefits 
increases to the cost of living. 
Gamble said 

‘If the cost of living in- 
creases 3 or more percent in 
a year.’’ he said, ‘‘montly so- 
cial security payments will also 
increase, starting the following 
January - - unless a general 
benefit increase was enacted 
or became effective during the 
prior year.” 

The cost of living will be 
measured by the U. S. Depart- 
ment of Labor’s monthly Con- 
sumer Price Index. ** Tying ben- 
efits to the cost of living will 
help protect the purchasing 
power of people getting so- 
cial security payments.’ Gam- 
ble said. This provision was 
recommended by President 
Nixon in 1969 

Both the social security con- 
tributions rate and the con- 
tribution and benefit base (the 
earnings on which contributions 
are paid) will increase under 
the new law. The present rate 
for both employees and em- 
ployers is 5.2 percent of an- 
nual earnings up to $9,000 
Under the new law, the rate 
will increase next year to 5.5 
percent and the base will in- 
crease to $10,800 for 1973. In 
1974, the base will increase to 
$12,000.

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VA Now Offers Grants 
For Buying 
“Wheelchair Homes” 


A boost of $5,000 in grant; 
for the purchase of “Wheel 
chair homes” by eligible dis- 
abled veterans is the second 
hike in this program in three 
years, the Veterans Adminis- 
tration reported today 

Wheeler Melton, Loan Guar- 
anty Officer, Montgomery VA 
Regional Office, said that eff 
ective July 10, when it was 
signed by the President, Public 
Law 92-34] authorized VA to 
pay fifty percent of the cost 
--up to a limit of $17,500 
toward the purchase of homes 
for veterans whose services 
connected disabilities caused 
‘hem to need wheelchair ramps, 
hand rails or other special 
features especially adapted to 
their needs. 

The grants were limited to 
$10,000 when the program was 
started in 1948, and were raised 
to $12,500 in June 1969. 

More than 12,000 veterans 
have received grants under the 
program during its 24 year his- 
tory, for a total of $12] million 
During fiscal year 1972, 564 
grants were made for a total 
of $6.9 million. 

Melton explained that the 
grants are provided to pay part 
of the costs of construction, 
purchase of remodeling of 
homes for these veterans. 

Not all disabled veterans are 
eligible for the grants, Melton 
explained. One example of a 
qualifying disability would be 
the loss of--or the loss of 
use of--legs, making it diffi- 
cult for the veteran to move 
around without braces, crut- 
ches, canes or a wheelchair. 

He noted the disability must 
be total and permanent and must 
be connected with military ser- 
vice.
